Resident of Venice Is Said to Have 


Manyfold in Value by the Lapse of 


[Special by Federal Wireless Telegraph Line.) 
BALTIMORE, May 26.—Through 
an accidental glance at a newspaper 
ph—a news story telegraphed 
to a California newspaper by its 
Philadelphia correspondent—H. B. 
Eakins of Venice, Cal, has succeeded 
to an estate, which has been waiting 
for him for over a quarter of a cen- 
tury. The lawyers and police of six- 
teen cities have been trying to locate 
him and the search was on the point 
of being dropped when a lady in 
Baltimore received a letter from the 
missing heir, telling how he saw the 
Paragraph and was following as fast 
as a train could bring him, to step 
into possession of his property. 
Until twenty-six years ago George 
Eakins was a well-known Philadel- 
phia jeweler. He died and his fam- 
K. gave up their residence in Phil- 
elphia. A daughter went to Balti- 
more; Herbert B. sought his 
fortune in the West and settled in 
California. 
From the day he left Philadelphia 


abouts, and within a month of his 
going, a letter was received by his 
sister in Baltimore telling her that 
Herbert was heir to a large estate 

Immediately she sought 
her brother. She tried every pos- 
sible channel that she could think of. 
Lawyers retained by the trustees of 
the estate spent money freely seeking 
the vanished heir. Lawyers in fifteen 
other cities joined_in the hunt. The 
police scattered descriptions and a 
photograph of the man who had come 
into a fortuie without knowing it. 
The search was futile. 

At last the newspapers were ap- 
pealed to. It was told how property 
which had risen in value from a mod- 
est estate twenty-five years ago, to a 
handsome fortune today, was yearn- 
ing for ite vanished owner, supposed 
to be somewhere in the West. The 
Philadelphia correspondent saw a 
good story in it for his paper in Cali. 
fornia. flashed it over the wires and 
brought the good news under the 
nose of the surprised and delighted 
legatee

HOME OF CAVE DWELLERS. 


New York Archeologist 

of an Old Civilization. 

AVALON, May 26.—Prof. George 
Mason, a distinguished archeologist 
@f New York City, today pronounced 

the cave near Eagles Nest one of the 
rarest and most interesting aboriginal 
ge 3 houses in the world. 


said: 

“Dating in the stone age I found 
the cave in an excellent state of 
Undoubtedly there has 

but few curio hunters to rob the 
aboriginal home of its historic fea- 
tures. There are indications that 
the cave was used 500 years ago by 
Indians. Characters painted upon 
the walls, some of which I found 
Several feet deep under the present 
floor of the cave, lead me to deduct 
that many centuries have passed since 
the crude drawings were made by 
the primitive methods. A twelve-foot 
excavation would probably reveal 
much of the history of Catalina which 
has heretofore been unknown.

A huge mound 
of abalone shells, several feet from 
the mouth of the cave, prove that 
many festivities have taken place in 
that vicinity.

PEACE SIGNED 
IN TONG WAR. 


No More Killings Just Now 
Is Leaders’ Edict. 


Thousands of Strange Pact’s 


Copies Sent Here. 


Reign of Terror Abated; Hop 
Sing “Killers” Leave.

— — 


The slant-eyed “killers” of the 
Hop Sing Tong have been stopped in 
their murderous warfare against the 
wealthy members of rival tongs who 
live in Los Angeles. 

Immediately following the killing 
of Chin Loy Hong, a Chinese mer- 
chant who was shot down by a “gun- 
man” in his store at No. 310 Apa- 
blesa street in broad daylight, Sat- 
urday afternoon, the leaders of the 
‘rival tongs met in San Francisco and 
signed a truce in which they agreed 
to stop the war on one another until 
a definite peace agreement can be 


arrived at. 


Apparently the Hop Sing 
charged with having 
death of Chin Loy Hong and sent 
half a dosen “killers” from San 
Francisco for the - rpose, decided 
that the death of Hong evened up 
thelr score against the Hip Sing, 
Suey Sing and Sun Suey Sing tongs. 

The slaying ot Hong was known 
in San Francisco among the Chinese 
half an hour after the deed had been 
done and at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon the conference of the leaders 
of the tongs was called and a peace 
compact emtered into. 

The terms of the pact were 
public yesterday. Thousands a 2 
les of the proclamation were distri 
uted through Los Angeles China- 
town yesterday and the terrible fear 


which had been hovering over the 


inhabitants of the 
was dispelled. 
THE PEACE PACT. 

Louey Leung, a Chinese merchant 
at No. 340 Apablasa street, translates 
the document as follows: 

“A conference was held at 2 
o'clock this afternoon between the Hop 
Sing tong leadersand the leaders of 
the Hip Sing, Suey Sing and other 
tongs which have gained the enmity 
of the Hop Sings. It was decided 
that there should be no more killing 
until a definite basis of agreement can 
be decided on. The men who are 
braver than the bravest and vhe 
have drunk of the blood of the tige 
that their hearts might not fail them 
at the sight of the enemy, have been 
told to hide their pistols and quit 
their. killing. They have been told 

t they shall not take lives until 
they are told to do so by their lead- 
ers and masters. It is believed that 
‘there will be no more warfare as 
both sides-say that they will be abie 
to settle their troubles without fur- 
ther blood-letting.” 

However, if a definite peace pact is 
not entered into by the Chinese tong, 

ers before the end of the week 
‘it is predicted that the “killers” will 
again be turned loose and that the 
tong “gun-men” will shoot down 
their rivals until they are exter- 
minated or until one side or the oth- 
er sues for peace and admits defeat. 
. MANY LIVES TAKEN. 
Thirty lives have been sacrificed in 
the tong war, all of the victims be- 
ing killed in the northern part of the 
State except the last, who was slain 
in this city. The police say that 
there were twenty Hop Sing “killers” 
in Los Angeles and that Chinatown 
would have been the scene of half a 
dozen murders in the next two weeks 
if peace had not been declared. 

»The tong war, according to well in- 
formed Los Angeles Chinese, started 
in San Francisco when a member of 
the Hip Sing Tong boldly stole a lit- 
tle slave girl belonging to a member 
of the Hop Sing Tong. 

The girl had been sold for $1500 
to a Hop Sing Tong man and when 
her owner found that she had fled 
with a despised Hip Sing Tong man 
he called in his relatives and they 
appealed to the Hop Sing Tong lead- 
ers for help. The Hip Sings refused 
to make the kidnaper give up the 
slave girl and the war started. 

It was said yesterday that the Hop 
Sings had offered a head bounty of 
$1000 for every merchant of a rival 
tong who fell beneath the buliets of 
their “killers” and a reward of $500 
for every laborer who was killed. 
These large rewards made the “kill- 
ers’ hungry for victims and after the 
slaying of Hong, Chinatown was in 
a panic of fear. 

TELLS HOW IT’S DONE 

Policeman Moyer, who has served 
in Chinatown for several years, said 
yesterday that the Chinese killed 
each other with impunity because 
they knew that their fellow country- 
men would not testify against them. 

“I know of five or six Chinese who 
have fied from Chinatown within the 
last few months because they were 
threatened with death,” said Moyer. 
“Just a few weeks ago I was in a 
Chinese store on Alameda street near 
Ferguson alley when two men en- 


Tou be allee samee dead pretty 
soon. said one of them to the pro- 
prietor, N. Wah. The Chinese made 
his threat in English. 

Tou hear that,’ sald Wah, turn- 
ing to me, I wanted to arrest the 
Chinese but he would not appear 
against them and there was no use 
in taking them to the station unless 
we could get Wah to prosecute. A 
week later I had to break down the 
door of Wah's store. He was lying 
on the floor, strangled to death. Two 
ropes had been looped 
throat and twisted so that he was 
choked to death. I arrested the two 
Chinamen who had threatened him 
but that is all that ever came of the

DAYS TO 


1 HEAR THE STORY. 


STATE HAS FORTY WITNESSES | 


AND DEFENSE TWENTY. 


Dist.-Atty. Fredericks expects to 
finish the State's side of the case 
against Attorney Clarence Darrow 
within the next ten days, according to 
a statement made by him last night. 
He will place about forty witnesses on 
the stand and the defense, it is said, 
will use about half that number. 

Figuring on this basis, it ig expect- 
ed that the case will consume about 
twenty days.

Many complaints havé come to the 
Council that men and women who 
profess to bring back to earth de- 
parted souls are bleeding the public, 
in some cases extorting hundreds of 
dollars from impressionable persons. 
The case of Carrie M. Sawyer, who 
Was arrested a month ago on the 
charge of faking a spiritualistic 
seance and who confessed her guilt, 
stirred the Councilmen to action. It 
is plain that the mediums will have to 
do some expert work or very plaus- 
ible talking tomorrow if they desire 
to continue. 

Whether the mystics will consent 
to give demostrations of their allegea 
occult power in the broad daylight 
and before the Councilmen has not 
yet been learned. The spook raisers 
and soothsayers, however, are indig- 
nant over the proposal to put an 
end to their business, and they are 
expected to make a protest in force 
tomorrow. Councilmen have express- 
ed themselves as being willing to 
have those who profess to materialize 
the ._ departed ive an exam- 
ple of their power. No Councilman, 
however, has come forward and of- 
fered to become a subject upon which 
a palmist or fortune-teller may prove 
his ability.

ROUTE IS NOT FAVORED.

Hanford Citizens Resent Action of 

Commission tn Having the County 

Capital Off the Route. 

Correspondence of The Times.) 

HANFORD, May 26.—80 strong is 
the disappointment and indignation | 
of the Hanford-Visalia State High- 
way route advocates over the decision 
of the State Commission to run the 
valley road straight down the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad from Fresno to 
Bakersfield, shoving Hanford and 
Visalia, the seats of Kings and Tu- 
lare counties, off onto a lateral road. 
it is probable that a mass meeting of 


be called shortly, at which a protest 
against the decision will be passed 
and arrangements made to carry a 
vigorous fight to secure the revoca- 
tion of the commission's order, up- 
pealing to the courts if necessary, to 
secure what is believed here to be 
Kings and Tulare counties’ just pro- 
portion of the road. It is urged that 
the commissioners absolutely ignored 
the essential facts in the controversy 
between the Hanford-Visalia route 
and the Southern Pacific route, and 
sent the main road straight down the 
railroad, through a much more thin- 
ly populated, less attractive and less 
developed part of Tulare county, 
leaving Kings county off the main 
highway entirely. The argument is 
advanced that the act provides that 
county seats shall be connected wher- 
ever practicable by the main high- 
way, and the brief presented by the 
Hanford- Visalia road advocates 
showed that the cost of construction 
of six miles of road would be saved 
by sending the main line through 
Hanford and Visalia, as against rout- 
ing it straight down the Southern 
Pacific track and then building a 
lateral between Hanford and Visalia, 
which -the commission has decided 
to do. The local boosters feel that 
they. have been deprived of what 
should rightly belong to these two 
counties, since they are both to pay 
their proportion(of the cost of the 
State roads, and from the present 
tone of the talk among the merchants 
and farmers a demonstration that 
will convince the commission that it 
has made a mistake will soon be held,
